A TRIP TO SURPRISF VALLEY. 


FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT, 


Messers. Epirors :—An account. of 
this extensive and fertile valley, lying 
amidst the sage brush and alkaline des- 
erts of this Territory, may not prove 
uninteresting to your readers. You 
may therefore receive the annexed de- 


La Porte, SierraCo..| SCription as a faithful representation of 


that which really exists. 

This valley lies immediately under or 
{east of a spur of the Sierra, about 100 
miles northwest of Humboldt, and 40 
miles north of the Honey Lake road—a 
valley affording a natural road from Sar- 
prise to near Deep Hole Station. The 
Sierra or its spur, is clothed with the 
most luxuriant herbage to the snow line, 
while the entire range is: densely timber- 
ed with the sugar pine, so excellent for 
lumber purposes, and with cedars adja- 
cent to the valley itself. The numerous 


siderable volume and velucity, and_ will 
afford ample perpetual power to the 
mills that must ere long, be erected to 
cut the timber of the mountains and con- 
vert the grain of the valleys into food. 
The soil is entirely free from alkaline 
deposits, being a rich alluvium, perfectly 
loose, and of considerable depth; while 


ech year brings from the surrounding 


mountains a fresh supply of all the re- 
quisites to make up the pabulum of the 
various crops that can be produced. 
The temperature of this valley is much 
higher than almost any other portion of 
this Territory ; its protécted position 
and low altitude render it a most desira- 
ble agricaltural, cereal root-producing 
locality, while the natural growth of a 
superior quality of grass is at present |’ 
equal to three ton of hay to the acre, ‘The 
soil is far superior to that of the Rus- 
sian river bottums. These are also the 
opinions of a farmer from that section, 
who visited and examined the soil of 
this valley. Besides the large streams 
that issue from the western range, nu- 
merous springs well-out from the foot- 


hills, so that each ranch has at hand am- 


ple means of irrigation where needed, 
The valley is well nigh surrounded by 
mountains, and is about 70 miles by 30, 
length and breadth, with a low natrow 
valley, affording, as before stated, at its 
south end an easily outlet to the high- 
way between Califurnia and, Humboldt, 
via Honey Lake. The i increasing. popu- 
lation of this country, the daily develup- 
ment of increased mineral wealth, the 
numerous towns springing up, aud the 
great amount ‘of travel on the Honey 
‘Lake road, must soon make farming and 
the lumber trade in this region pursuits 
of immense profit, From no other place 
yet discovered (and I do not think any

boldt river, to and from the American 
Posessions north.

Mr. Eprror :—I have the. pleasure‘ to 
transmit to you the enclosed Constitu- 
tion, Legislative Rules, and. Message cf 
the Governor of the new State of Buena 
Vista. (Documents received, but they 
are tov lengthy for us to publish.—Ep. } 
These papers were forwarded to my 
charge by Express, with instruction to 
dispatch with all haste to the Union Of- 
8e. that-you may have the proud. privi- 
lege t1 first announce, thata new State 
is born to the Republic. This evidence 
of confidence in the integrity and con- 
tinued existence of our Union, is truly 
refreshing in these times of attempted 
dismemberment, and of doubt in the pow- 


er of the Government to maintain its: 
‘life, and'we should hail with peculiar 


delight, this proof of esteem for our in- 
stitutions, by the inhabitants of this 
new Star in the Constellation, standing 
out, as it does in such bold relief, when 
contrasted with the late refusal of other 
portions of the “Territory,” to accept of 
the glorious privilege of membership to 
our Confederacy of States. 

Men of Buena Vista, we extend to you 


-the hand of fellowship, recognizing you 


as brothers, having faith that you will 
be true to your allegiance, anu faithful 
in the discharge of that duty, which is 
now incumbent upon you, tu protect, de- 
fend, and maintain our Union.

hand it into the office. As certain par- 
ties are of the opinion, that all the let- 
ters published “have been corrected and 
fixed up” at the office, we shall hereafter 
publish them verbatum et literatum, et 
punctuatum., 


Lassen County.—We enpy the follow- 
ing from the Sac. Union’s report of the 
proceedings of the Assembly. ‘‘ Uncle 
Bobby” made his maiden speech upon 
the Bill, and we publish his speech in 
full, as it is not over lengthy, but , con- 
tains more in a few words, than many 
of the speeches which have been made 
in the Assembly during the winter, of 
ten times the length. The Bill has pass- 
ed the Assembly, and will, probably, 
pass the Senate. We congratulate our 
“friends over the Mountain,” on the 
the success which has so far attended 
this, the “pet bill” of Honey Lakers. 
We expect that there was considerable 
“log rolling” on the outside, by experi- 
enced hands, to helpeon the passage of 
the Bill. Lassen county will be inclo- 
ded in the Second Judicial District, and 
will be attached (?) to Plumas, for Rep- 
resentative and Senatorial representa- 
tion, When received, we will publish 
the Bill in full : 

Assembly Bill No. 308—An Act to 
create the county iof Lassén, to define its 
boundaries and provide fot its organiza- 
tion [the new county comprising Honey 
Lake Valley]—was amended as _ recom- 
mended by the Shasta and Plumas dele- 
gations, and explained by: Messrs Ciark 
and CuapreL.. 

Mr. Ovark said there was a general 
desire for this organization, and nobody 
dissented to,it. It took from Shasta on- 
ly a piece of uninhabited territory, while 
the people remaining in Plumas gener- 
ally rejoiced at getting rid of their neigh- 
bors over the mountains. Plumas would 
still give a handsome Unidn majority at 
elections, and the new county more so. 
[Applause.]. The Honey Lakers: want- 
ed to name their new county in honor 
of old Peter Lassen—whom ’49ers might 
remember—and there was certainly no 
objection to that. He had been inform- 
ed by letter that a petition of five hun- 
dred Honey Lakers was on the way to 
him, asking for the ‘ecree of the 
new county« 

After a short discussion, a motion to 
refer the Bill to the Committee on Coun- 
ties was rejected, and under suspension 
ot the rules the Bill was considered en- 
grossed, and passed.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Quincy, March 10th, 1864. 
Eprtor Quixcy Union :—Having prom- 
ised some time sinee to give’ the | result 
of my investigations in a matter ‘con- 
cerning the collection of Federal) taxes 
in'this county, I herewith submit a brief 
statement. : 
On the 27th of August: last; D. C. 
Stille was at Round Valley, acting as 
Assistant Federal Assessor. On, that 
day he assessed me for a-buggy upon 
which there was a tax of $2. I er 
Stille to whom I should pay the tax. He 

said he was authorized to collect. 
paid him, and took his receipt. On or 
pane Dec. 28th, Mr. Root demanded the | 
me tax of me, I remoustrated, and 
a ted what I had done, but he insisted 
that Stille had collected withaut proper 
authority. I finally paid him the’ gsaine 
tax, taking his receipt also, and vowed 
in the strongest terms to prosecute 
Stille. While’ we were yet talking, 
Stille rode up the street on his return 
from below. He had hardly, alighted 
when I accosted him, and deinanded a 
return of the amount paid him.’- He sta- 
ted that he had authority to collect,) ‘and 
to convince me requested me to accom- 
pany him to his office. I did so. He 
exhibited a package of receipts signed 
by Dunham and among them was one in 
my name for $2, paid on buggy. Stille 
.said when I gave up his receipt, he would 

give me Dunham’s in return. 
Being uncertain who was right, 1. re- 
solved to write below. I wrote to J. R. 
Clark, Collector of 4th District, giving 


a statement of the whole affair, and sub- | 


sequently received an answer, stating 
that Root was the only authorized col: 
lector. In the interim, however, between 
ou writing and the answer, I visited 

San Francisco. On my way I sought 
and made a statement to Mr. Dunham, 
at Oroville, of the affair. He stated 
that Stille had had authority to collect 
under him, and that he had made due re- 
turn of my amonnt, and that Rvot had 
collected wrongfully. 

I next called at J. R. Clark’s office, 
Sacramento, but Mr. Clark was out, but | 
another gentleman in the office whose | 
name I did not know, stated that he was 
authorized to transact any business con- 
nected with the office. I made a state- 
ment of my case, and he said he had writ- 
ten to me on the subject, and showed me 
a copy of the letter in which the opinion 
wag given that Mr. Root was the only au- 
thorized Collector, and that Stille had 
collected wrongfully.

Stille’s proceeding was right and ‘regu- 
lar at the time he colle cted of me, Mr. 
Root I believe not having the appoint- 
ment of Collector at the time. ‘ 
The only thing I believe about, which 
there was any question was as to wheth- 


‘er Dunham, being himself only Assist- 


ant Collector, had power ‘to appoin' De- 
puties under him. .Upon. that question 
I was particular to ask Mr. Brown, and 
he gave as his opinion that Dunham had 
a right to appoint as: many clerks or as- 
sistants as he, wished, he of course 
being responsible for their conduct. 
Notwithstanding that there seems to be 
something palpably wrong in combining 
the two offices of Assessor and Collector 
in one man, Mr. Brown said there was 
nothing in the law to prohibit it. 

My only excuse in writing the above 
or mingling in any way in the affair, as 
the fulfillment of a promise made before 
my investigation. 

In this I have confined myself to my 
own affair, as I did in my investigations, 
not attending to any other matter of 
Stille’s unless invidentally, and not, ask- 
ing an opinion on anything except what 
concerned me.

Mr. Joun S, Root.—Dear Sir :—-Inclosed 
| please find a list.of collections of the. Federal tax 
in Plumas county. In the collection of the Fed- 
eral tax in Plumas county, I took as I thought 
the most economical course to collect the money 
with the least troubleto myself, as well as to the tax 
paying public. I therefore requested Mr. D. ©. 
Stille, the Asst. Ass’r. to collect the monthly re- 
turns, I also gave him some Licenses to collect, 
at.dalso requested him to collect the Lice uses 
when he came across them of Pedlars. I have 
never assumed the right to appoint.a Deputy 
Collector, or anything of the kind, but I have a 
right to request any person I see fit to receive 
money for me in either a public or private capaci- 
ty. Mr. Stille in collecting the money gave his 
receipt to persons wishing to pay their taxes and 
when I came to Quincy, he would pay me the 
money, I would\my receipt for the same, and 
give to take up his receipt. I have every reason 
to believe that Mr. Stille paid me thé money he 
collected honestly dnd honorably. I send the in- 
closed list so that you can see who has paid up to 
the Ist of Octobor. The money Mr. Stille collect- 
ed after I was in Quincy, up to the time of your 
appointment as Deputy Collector, I instructed 
| him to pay over to you, as [ had nothing further 
to do with the money collected in Plumas County. 
I understand that Mr. Stille tendered you the 
| payment of the money, and you refused to re- 
ceive it from him, denying his right to collect 
any money. I'certainly think it would have been 
better had you received the money from Mr. 
Stille and gave him receipts fer the parties who 
| paid it. You could then have informed Mr. Stille 
| if you saw fit, that as you was appointed collector 
of that county, you would collect the money your- 
| self. I understand that you have collected money 
from Peel Hosselkus, Harvey, Purdom and Breed.
